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face. His home is an attractive 
brick house at 25 Byrd avenue, 
West Newton. And his profession 
for 21 active years has been 
teacher of mathematics at the- 
Day Junior High in Newtonvllle. 

But let Mr. Read tell you about 
the Junior Red Cross work. He’s 
just returned from an area con- 
ference at Bear Mountain Inn up 
the Hudson river where he 
proudly told others of the Jun- 
iors’ role in Newaon’s new blood 
program. 

"Newton is the first chapter 
in the country to give Juniors 
such a large share in the pro- 
gram. You see, too few people 
even know that there is such an 
organization as Junior Red Cross. 
Actually it is the largest youth 
group in the world. It is not a 
youth-serving organization but 
one that gives its 33,000,000 mem- 
bers a chance to serve others. 
All pupils in all grades in all 
schools — private, public and 
parochial — are members." 

"When did the Junior Red 
Cross work begin?" I asked. 

"It was started in 1917 by Pres- 
ident Woodrow Wilson," he re- 
plied. "Its program extends from 
the school to the community, na- 
tion and world. Its latest chal- 
lenge is in its International ser- 
vice program to bring about 
greater understanding between 
the young people of different 
nations. The Newton schools are 
carrying on an exchange of cor- 
respondence as well as an Inter- 
national Art program for the 
exchange of classroom art .work 
with foreign nations. Classes as- 
semble albums with letters, draw- 
ings and photographs about some 
phase of their school work. Each 
class selects a country with which 
to exchange albums, bringing 
about a wider understanding of 
other people. At present I am 
also working for an exchange of 
pupils between Newton and 
other nations. And with the co- 
operation of the Newton High 
school one or more forums will 
be held to discuss national and 


"Won’t you also have student 
teams of Red Cross speakers?" 

You could tell from his smile 
that this phase was dear to his 
heart! "Yes, Junior Red Cross 
members have organized a pub- 
lic speaking bureau at the High 
School. Thus a boy and girl form 
a team to speak at gatherings , 
without adults to take charge. I 
One introduces the other. These] 
teen-agers answer every question 1 
with authority born of know- ' 
ledge about Red Cross work. 

"Furthermore the school art 
departments make window dis- 
plays with posters and paper 
sculpture. These exhibits will be 
changed frequently. And New- 
ton is the only city as yet to 
teach about the' make-up of blood 
and its many uses for plasma, 
surgery, etc., through the last 
6 years of school. So the entire 
nation will be watching New- 
ton’s 3-fold Junior Red Cross pro- 
gram of speaking teams, window 
displays and blood programs." 

"Your long experience as a 
teacher has, no fioubt, helped 
you plan this admirable program, 

Mr. Read. And your profession 
has certainly been in the news 
recently!" 

He gave a broad smile. "Yes, 
it has. Many people look at a 
teacher’s classroom hours and 
think that js the extent of his 
work. They forget the years and 
years of preparation that make I 
ours a successful day of teach- j 
ing.”

It was stiffened by a 
paasage in Mr. Truman’s Jeffer.^on-.Tackson Day .‘«peerh, wlien 
he said: 

“Conditions are too grave in the world at this time to put • 
a Congress in control of the purse strings of this country, a 
Congress which does not and cares not to understand what the 
facts are.” 

Congressmen of both parties were quick to point out that 
Mr. Truman has ignored one large and important fact. The 
Constitution provides in language nobody can mistake that 
CONGRESS shall have power to raise all revenues for the 
Federal Government 

The alternative is to have taxes levied at the whim of the 
Executive. Such power is wielded today only by the rulers of 
totalitarian states. 

"That is a far cr>' from the philo.sophy of Jefferson which 
Mr. Tniman said still guides his Administration. Jefferson’s fears 
of such a concentration of power in the Executive Branch made 
him a fighter for State Rights. 

When the taxing and spending power was spelled out in the 
Constitution as residing in Congress, no attempt was made to 
decide what kind of a Congress it should be. Power over the 

{ )ublic purse was not qualified by stating that the Congress must 
ive up to some future Chief Executive’s definition of “the facts.”

I might remind 
my readers that all the excite- 
ment of the pa.st month or two 
was originally caused by an old 
friend of mine, Attorney General 
Clarence A. Barnes of Mansfield, 
who was aparently persuaded by 
‘ some of those closest to him that 
he was entitled to one of the 
seven-at-large seats In the Mas.sa- 
chusetts delegation. That forced 
Sinclair Weeks to drop down to 
a district delegate’s seat, which 
he willingly did, again for party 
harmony. 

Bill Mullins, the Herald’s poli- 
tical expert, had this to say in 


Weeks, gave another of his il- 
luminating talks on the Euro- 
pean situation last Monday eve- 
ning. Those who heard him be- 
fore the Red Cross some montlis 
ago got another reminder of the 
gravity of the current situation 
in Europe.

Robert J. McKechnie, asBistant 
to the president of a Boston fuel 
concern merchandising 10,000,000 
tons of bituminous coal annually, 
told the Newton Klwanis Club 
yesterday, at the Newton Y. M. 
C. A. that, among other things, 
one pound of coal will keep a 100- 
watt electric light bulb glowing 
for 7^ hours, a small radio op- 
erating 2S hours, and the family 
washing machine churning seven 
hours. 

The 670,000,000 tons of coal 
mined annually in Uncle Sam’s 
12,000 mines accomplishes mir- 
acles in sustaining the American 
way of life, he declared, adding 
that 80 pounds of the black es- 
sence will enable a locomotive to 
haul one passenger coach a dis- 
tance of 14 miles. 

The by-products of coal smoke, 
Mr. McKechnie said, "supports 
5,000,000 Americans. Leading the 
world in coal production, U. S. 
coal also feeds 100 per cent of 
our coke ovens and steel mills, 
and 65 per cent of our railroads." 

In conclusion, the speaker said 
that Germany obtained gasoline 
from coal during the war and 
that $3,500,000 have been invest- 
ed by the U. S. coal Industry in 
the building of a plant for the 
"gassifleation of coal."

He attended St. Olaf college

BENJAMIN F. LOUIS 


, From many people I kept hear- 
ing, “Be sure to Interview Ben- 
jamin P. Louis, if yOu want to 
write about another person who's 
doing a great deal for Newton. 
He’s one of the youngest bank 
treasurers in the state, yet he 
finds time to help a dozen good 
causes. Yes, Benjamin F. Louis 
is a worker!” 


The object of this praise is all 
that his friends say. At 41, Ben

Louis is treasurer of the I^ewton 
Savings Bank (oldest bank in 
Newton) and manager of its Wel- 
lesley branch. The list of his com- 
munity services is amazing. Yet 
he doesn’t think of himself as too 
busy to enjoy hobbies with his 
family. And he, in turn, speaks 
of his wife as “a worker who 
shames me!” 

Ben Louis is a tall, black haired 
man with handsome dark eyes 
and an olive complexion. He’s a 
real Newton product, having been 
bom in West Newton and now re- 
siding at 72 St. Mary’s street, 
Newton Lower Falls. Three men 
teachers in the Newton schools en- 
couraged him and won his admir- 
ation: Paul Scarborough, then 
grammar school principal; Danny 
Koughan, home room teacher; 
and Warren Oliver, who taught 
him bookkeeping at the Technical 
High School. At that time Ben did 
not care much for the subject of 
bookkeeping but he says with a 
laugh, “Today' Warren and I are 
both bank treasurers and meet 
often. He’s treasurer of the New>- 
ton Cooperative Bank and past 
president of Cooperative Bank 
League and the Rotary Club. All 
three men gave lots of time to 
helping me in school. Today I sel- 
dom meet Scarborough and 
Koughan but I think of them 
often with warm thanks.” 

Ben went on to study at Boston 
University and to graduate from 
the American Institute of Bank 
ing and from the American Bank- 
ers’ Association Graduate School 
of Banking at Rutgers. Numerous 
other courses have filled the 
years. But it was the thesis he 
wrote «t Rutgers on proposed 
branch banking in two contiguous 
communities that won him ad- 
vancement. And his analysis of 
Wellesley as a proposed branch 
led him to become head of the

branch that was opened there. 
Banking is really in his blood. 
He says with understanding, “It 
takes all kinds of depositors to 
make a bank.” 

During the . years Ben has 
worked up through the ranks on 
nearly every community cam- 
paign that came along— the Com- 
munity Chest, Salvation Army, 
Red Cross, Newton-Wellesley Hos- 
pital, the March of Dimes. With 
Philip Ahlln, editor of The Gra- 
phic, he helped to publish “What’s 
Cooking in Newton,” an informa- 
tive serviceman’s paper sent 
wherever Newton men and wom- 
en were stationed. He is a vestry- 
man at St. Mary’s Episcopal 
Church, a director of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce, past mas- 
ter of Norumbega Lodge of Ma- 
sons, past president of the New- 
ton Kiwanis Club and present 
chairman of inter-club activities 
of the fifth 'Division of Kiwanis 
International. His interest is so 
keen in the Red Cross blood pro- 
gram that he has donated 14 pints 
of blood. Today he is chairman 
of the business division of the 
current Red Cross campaign in 
Wellesley. 

Offices in banking circles are al- 
so numerous for Ben Louis. He is 
a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the Savings Ban'* Asso- 
ciation of Massachusetts, secre- 
tary of the Newton Bankers’ As- 
sociation, former chairman of the 
Middlesex- B. Group of the Sav- 
ings Bank Forum and of the Mid- 
dlesex West Group Savings Bank 
Association of Massachusetts. A 
real distinction, you’ll admit, for 
such a young bank treasurer! 

He still finds time to belong to 
the Cub Scout Pack committee 
No. 23, because he’s a former Boy 
Scout and has two fast* grow can- 
didates for membership. 

Mrs. Louis was formerly Edith 
R. Berry of Watertown. They met 
at a house party after college 
days. “She likes to read, go to ‘ 
movies, sew and raise flowers,” 
her husband says admiringly. 
“The times have forced me to be 
handy about the house and do 
things I never thought I could. 
During the war my wife and I put 
two coats of paint on the outside 
of the house in a week.

“The first In- 
dian Head pennies were minted 
in 1856 from a design by a man 
named Longacre,” he says. “None 
have been made since 1909, but 
collecting them is a relaxing 
hobby.” 

“I try to teach the children,” 
he said as he left, “that a family 
is .a little corporation against the 
world. It should be closely knit 
and should stick together. And 
the important thing is for a fam- 
ily to live by the Golden Rule.”

NationI Blood 
Program of Rod 
Cross Speeded Up 

Our local Red Cross, headed 
by Charles B. Floyd, did not 
know when it was in the process 
of launching its part of the new 
national blood program, that 
di.saater would strike so quickly 
right here In our neighboring city 
of Waltham. Last Saturday’s ter- 
rific explosion in a plastic plant 
put Immediate pressure on our 
entire Red Cross staff, many of 
whom, together with top exec- 
utives, spent most of Sunday at 
the Newton Hospital. 

Why did the national Red 
Cross decide to launch a nation- 
al blood program at this time? 
There were seven determining 
factors, as follows: (1) Recent 
advances in medical knowledge 
derived from research indicate 
the necessity for a wider use of 
blood and blood products in med- 
' Icine, surgery and disease pre- 
, vcntlon. (2i The supply of war 
! surplus plasma will probably be 
1 exhausted by July 1, 1948. (3) 
No adequate provisions have 
been made nationally to insure 
continuing supplies of both whole 
blood and blo^ products. (4) 
There is no satisfactory substi- 
tute for human blood: the only 
available source is people. (5) 
Conservative estimates indicate 
that about one person in every 35 
in the U. S. would have to give 
blood each year to supply the 
needs of the country. (6) Ex- 
perience has shown that the cost 
of blood and those derivatives 
available commercially is greater 
than most families can afford to 
pay. <7) Because of its success- 
ful accomplishment in the large- 
scale collection of blood for the 
armed forces in World War II. 
the Red Cross has become gen- 
erally recognized as the organ- 
ization best suited to carry out a 
national blood program. 

And so, for the above reasons, 
authority was granted by the 
Board of Governors of the Amer- 
ican National Red Cross on 
June 12, 1947, to establish a Na- > 
tional Blood Program. Prior toj 
this, however, 18 regional meet- 
ings were held throughout the 
country, attended by represen- 
tatives from 714 chapters. The 
proposed program was thorough- 
ly discussed and 97 per cent of 
those attending the meetings ex- 
pressed their belief that there is 
a need for such a program, that 
Red Cross should undertake the 
responsibility for It. that suffi- 
cient blood can be collected 
from voluntary donors, and that 
the necessary funds can be 
raised. 

The goal of this National Blood 
Program is to provide sufficient 
blood and blood derivatives, with- 
out charge for the products, to 
help save lives and prevent need- 
less suffering throughout the ■ 
nation. It is estimated that from 
three to five years will be re- 
quired to organize the work, to 
procure and train the personnel.

Com. Campbell

Mfg. Zone Ordinance 

Public Building Commissioner 
Arthur Campbell has recom- 
mended to the Board of Aider- 
men that the ordinance affecting 
the uses of property in manu- 
facturing districts be made more 
stringent by requiring that the 
Board hold a public hearing be- 
fore granting permission for the 
operation of plant for mixing 
sand, gravel, stone and certain 
building materials. 

Section 576 (c) of the zoning 
ordinance which would be am- 
ended now reads; 

"In manufacturing districts 
the board of aldermen may give 
permission in accordance with 
the precedure provided in sec- 
tion 593 for the construction, 
alteration, enlargement, exten- 
sion or reconst^juction of build- 
ings or .structures and for the 
use of buildings, structures or 
land.s, for one or more of the 
following purposes: (1) public 
j or private dump, or place of 
depositing abandoned property 
or refuse, (2) the removal of 
sod, loam, sub-soil, .sand or 
gravel for the purpose of sale 
thereof.’’

Funeral service for Mrs. Frank

American Board of Foreign Mis-

One day a plumber went up 
to 100 Valentine street, West 
Newton, to repair a leak in a 
large upstairs closet. Much to 
his surprise, he worked amid a 
costume collection of angel wings, 
Bibical Kings and a St. Peter’s 
outfit. And when he was through 
a member of the family said 
casually, “Just close the closet 
door, please. You see, that’s 
where we keep St. Peter between 
seasons.’’ 

If you are as puzzled by this 
as the plumber obviously was, 
just lend an ear to the story of 
Mrs. Kathryn Haflin Abrams. 
The costumes seen by the plum- 
ber on that day are but a minute 
part of the library of costumes 
she maintains as a hobby, entire- 
ly withbut pay, to the delight of 
many clubs putting on costume 
plays and of thousands of people 
who witness the productions. And 
to clear up the mystery entirely, 
the “season” for St. Peter is in 
December when Christmas page- 
ants are given. But the season 
of outfitting amateur actors 
goes on forever at the huge 
brown shingled house on Valen- 
tine street. 

Mrs. Abrams is a tiny dynamo 
of creative energy. She weighs 
, only a hundred pounds. Her 
black hair is arranged in a simple, 
streamlined way. Her green eyes 
are full of joy in life. And she 
prefers to wear suits because 
“they fit an active life.” 

Most of Mrs. Abrams’ married 
life was spent in Swarthmore 
and Harrisburg, Pa., where her 
late husband was an insurance 
executive. She now makes her 
home with her only child, Naomi 
Abrams Kuebler, wife of the Rev. 
Ernest W. Kuebler, Director of 
Education for the American Uni- 
tarian Association. The three 
grandchildren — Valerie, Christo- 
pher and Cheryl — call her “Dear- 
dear,” which originated from 
Valerie’s baby attempt to say 
“Dearest.” But to her daughter 
and to her numerous friends, 
she Is Kay or Kate Abrams. 

She began creating costumes 
back when Naomi was a child at 
dancing school, she designed the 
outfits which a dressmaker then 
made. Today Kate Abrams 
“dreams up ideas in her sleep” 
and makes them by hand without 
benefit of pattern. She belongs 
to the Needlework Guild of Am- 
erfea, the Ncwton-Wellesley Hos- 
• pltal Aid Association, the New- 
tonvllle Woman’s Club and is an 
honorary member of the Lend-A- 
Hand Masque. 

When drama chairman of the 
Newtonvllle Wonian’s Club, Mrs. 
Abrams began to reproduce fam- 
ous paintings with posed pic- 
tures. The series was called 'The 
Artist Paints a Picture.” When 
such programs are put on, Mrs. 
Kuebler reads the accompany- 
Mng scripts her mother has writ- 
ten from research about the 
artist and the painting. The ac- 
companying music by Newton- 
ville women must be as authori- 
tative as the costumes and back- 
ground. Mrs. Richard Wright 
chooses appropriate music; Mrs. 
Kenneth Bernard sings; Mrs.

Harold Osterland is accompan- 
ist; and Mrs. Albert Walker 
plays the cello. 

Occasionally a person who 
poses will try to improve on 
the artists’s plan. She will want 
to adjust a costume to a line 
more becoming to her own fig- 
ure! But Mrs. Abrams strives 
foj- accuracy. Often the props 
are tied down. A shadowed line 
on the bottom of a skirt may be 
emphasized with crayon marks. 
And Mrs. Kuebler laughingly re- 
calls that once she was able to 
pose without wearing the heavy 
harness her mother designed to 
hold four foot angel wings in 
place. She simply nailed the j 
wings to the walls, then stood j 
in front of them. The effect was I 
correctly angelic , but physically !

One of the typically interesting j 
background stories, revealed by 
research, concerned Hans Hol- 
bein’s portrait of the Duchess 
of Milan, now in London’s Na- 
tional Gallery. It seems that Hol- 
bein, one of the great masters 
of the German Renaissance, spent 
some years in England where I 
he had commissions from the ! 
much-married Henry VIII. Henry | 
kept Holbein busy doing portraits ] 
of himself, his household and on 
delicate missions to any fair 
lady that happened to please the 
king’s fancy. One was the young 
Duchess of Milan whose beauty 
Henry had heard of when he 
was loolcing for yet another 
queen, between beheadings. De- 
liberately. Holbein did not show 
her dimples and charming smile. 
So perhaps he was not sorry 
when his mission failed and the 
Duchess sent this message to 
HeniT: "I have but one head. If 
I had two, I would have placed 
one at your Majesty’s service.” 

The cavernous closets and 
third floor of the Kuebler home 
are ideal to hold the treasure 
trove of costumes. Equally im- 
portant are the neat drawers 
and boxes of correct accessories. 
Georgeous old costumes that oth- 
er families might discard are 
now carefully restored by Mrs. 
Abrams. A typically valuable 
gift was a pale blu^ and cream

Veterans Housing 
Land Plan Gets 
F.H.A. Approval 

Another important phase in 
the progress of ,the Newton Vet- 
erans’ Housing project was 
passed today when Mayor Theo- 
dore R. Lockwood was notified 
of the approval of the land plan- 
ning of the project by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration. 

Notification of the FHA ap- 
proval was received from Walter 
Whalen, chief underwriter of the 
FHA Land Planning Division, 40 
Broad street, Boston. 

The decision of the FHA was 
the result of a conference held in 
Newton City Hall last Friday and 
attended by Mayor Lockwood, 
Chief Underwriter Whalen, Vet- 
erans’ Housing Commissioner 
Carl C. Mullen, Warren W. 
Oliver, Frederick A. Hawkins of 
the Veterans’ Housing Board, and 
other city officials. 

The project calls for the con- 
struction of more than 400 homes 
for Newton veterans in a devel- 
opment in the Oak Hill section 
of Newton. The city plans to 
provide streets, sewers and wa- 
ter services. Bids for the con- 
tract of the construction of the 
homes will be opened on Mon- 
day. 


Mr. Robert Norton, a director 
of the Cincinnati Plan, a member

will-make the decision.” 

He said there were key points 
to help us grasp the problem — 
lessons of history we can take to 
heart. He did not agree we should 
try to balance off one set of

Fear Can Kill 

Ever since Hippocrates in the fourth centiin**, B.C., identified ^ 
by name the malignancy whicli we know as cancer, there has i 
been a reluctance by most people to look squarely into the face ! 
of this disease. .Ml down the years little has been done about ; 
cancer. Because it was feared, this summons to death was ; 
treated like the spectre at the feast. ^ ; 

Today, because of nation-wide efforts of the American Cancer 1 
Society to unmask cancer and to cure it, people are beginning 
to realize that the greatest fear is that of the unknown. Cancer 
reaps the lives of more than 185,000 .\mericans ever>’ year. Now 
we are beginning to know that ostrich-like attitudes are allies ^ 
of this disease. 

Great medical strides have been made in the past two decades, i 
and it is heartening to know that most cases of early caneer now 
can be cured. We mu.*t remember, however, that cancer is a 
sneak-thief which attacks the human body with stealth. Usually 
the disease is well advanced before it i^ brought to the attention 
of the doctor. 

Cancer’s symptoms can not be slifugged off with the mental 
comment, “It can’t happen to me.” Cancer can, and does, strike 
all segments of our population with equal impact. It kills one 
American every three minutes and although persons over 40 arc 
more susceptible to the disease, cancer reaches into every age 
bracket. Fourteen hundred children under 15 years of age suc- 
cumb annually to cancer. 

Most reliable estimates indicate that there are at least 
930.000 persona in the U. S. with cancer. Only about 500,000 of 
these are under treatmerit. The others do not know they have 
the disease. 

Ignorance and fear normally would kill most of these. But, 
because America has had a great awakening to the danger of 
neglect, many of these incipient cancer sufferers will go to their 
family physician or a cancer detection center in time. There is 
no reason to let cancer cut short so many lives. 

The American Cancer Society’s program of education has 
shown that many lives can be saved. It is up to us now to do 
our part. This newspaper feels that a real public service can 
be performed by reminding its readers of the facts about cancer. 

The annual fund-raising drive of the American Cancer 
Society will be launched .\pril first. The Society needs money 
not only for its educational work but vafit sums are required 
for research to learn more about cancer so that a cure may 
eventually be developed, and for service — providing equipment 
and personnel for clinics, hospitals, and for home care, dressings 
and transportation. 

Every person in this community should feel H his duty to 
learn the facts about cancer (you can inquire at the local ACS 
information center) and to give generously to the campaign in 
April.

Economic Recovery of Western 
Europe Seen Well on Way 

Despite Europe’s hunger, inflation and Communist conspir- 
acies. there is good news from her industrial, agricultural and 
economic fronts. .Vpprai.^ing the extent of postwar recovery in 
western Europe. Stanley High, in The Render’s Digest for .April, 
cites advances in manufacturing, mining, shipping, and the pro- 
duction of electric power and crops. His article i.s conden.serl 
from The Christian Science Monitor. 

.Milre goods were manufactured in Brituiu, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Norway and Sweden la.st year than in the year before the 
war. French factories, producing in 1944 at 41 per cent of prewar 
output, are curreptly up to 95 per cent. Italy’s output of manu- 
factured goods, in 1945, had slumped to 15 per cent of prewar; 
today it has. climbed to 70 per cent. Dutch industry has lifted 
Holland’s factory production to 105 per cent (»f her 1938 total. 

War damage to western Europe’s railroad.-* included half of 
tlie entire French system, 40 per cent of the Italian. 92 per cent 
of the Dutch. 60 per cent of the Belgian. Yet last vear, with 
U. S. help, the railroad.s of the.H- countries carried more freight 
and passengens than in 1938. 

The author notes a parallel recovery in shipping. In western 
Europe’s shipyards, more mercliant sliips were under construction 
in 1947 than in 1939. The Dutcli merchant fleet is back to 83 
per cent of its prewar tonnage. The port of Rotterdam, “written 
off as a total los.^ by some ob.«*ervers,” is again storing grain at 
almost 100 per cent of prewar capacity, and has almost fully 
restored its floating docks. The French port of LoHavre, rebuilt 
largely by volunteer labor, is handling 85 per cent of prewar 
traffic. 

(’oal milling and agriculture have kept pace, High say.'. 
E.xcluding Britain, coal production in 1945 was less than half 
of prewar: today it i.-; up to 90 per cent. Electric power production 
in western Kun»j)e. last year, exceeded that of 1938. 

Winter wheat planting.-^ on French farms are now above 
prewar levels. Dutcli and Italian harvests have made notnblc 
gains, and Norway’s agriculture i.^ fully recovered. 

Advamageous cuslonw unions between some western Euro- 
pean countries arc cited by the article. Italy, with a labor 
surplus, has sent .'cveral hundred thousand men to rebuild France, 
where labor is .scarce. 

'1 lie autiior quotes Congressman Herter a.s .'aying, after 
studying ecfinornic advances at first hand: “It i.s not t«) save 
Europe that our further help is needed, but to help Europe to 
finii^h the job of saving hen-elf.”

The International Situation 

So much is being said on the 
radio and written in the papers 
about the current war-scare in 
connection with the Soviot^-Vnion 
that it is quite unnecessary for 
your columnist to make any ex- 
tended comment. There is, how- 
ever, just one Important point 
which I Would like to make right 
now; namely, nothing whatsoever 
will be gained, regardless of the 
gravity of the international situ- 
ation, by idle speculation, hysteri- 
cal conversation and immediate 
and constant worrying over the 
highly unpleasant possibilities 
which tfie near future may bring. 
In blunt language, let’s try hard 
to keep bur shirts on and to ap- 
praise the present crisis as calm- 
ly and judicially as is humanly 
possible. 

One more thought. My good 
friend Walter Llppmann, who 
docs not ordinarily rock the boat, 
made what I consider a rather 
unfortunate statement in his 
widely-syndicated column last 
Tuesday. The Globe featured on 
the front page a vital part of his 
column, which included the fol- 
lowing: "An election year, a weak 
President, a disintegrating Ad- 
ministration, and as yet uncoll- 
Icctcd Republican party made it 
inordinately difficult for this coun- 
try to do the things which the 
situation demands. But they can 
be done.” It may not always be 
wise to lift a passage from its 
context, but it seems to me that 
it is proper in this case. Now, 
what Lippman says may be true, 
but I see no gain whatsoever in 
broadcasting all over the coun- 
try the fact that our President 
is NOT a powerful, magnetic 
loader and that the administra- 
tion is (possibly) disintegrating. 
After all, if the worst should 
come to pass within a’ matter of 
months, or at least before a new 
and more effective administra- 
tion came into power, our entire 
citizenry would, of necessity, get 
right back of President Truman 
and give him whole-hearted sup- ; 
port. For my own part, and quite ' 
regardless of my personal opinion , 
of our Chief Executive as a 
leader and international diplomat, 

I would support him to the hilt. ! 
I hope and believe that every 
staunch American would do the 
same. 

So, let’s keep cool, calm and ! 
collected and hope and pray for , 
the best instead of the worst. i 

National Conventoin 

Speaking in a bit lighter vein, 
may I suggest the possible out- 
come of the two conventions to 
be held by our major parties next 
June? The Democrats will, in all 
probality, nominate President 
Truman to succeed himself. His 
running-mate, the Vice Presiden- 
tial nominee, will quite possibly 
be a Southerner, whether Sena- 
tor Byrd of Virginia or some 
other equally wellknown mem- 
ber of the Congress; otherwise, 
.Justice William O. Douglas of 
the Supreme Court. The latter. In- 
cidentally, is the choice of many 
Democrats for first place on the 
national ticket. 

On the Republican side, recent 
developments indicate more 
strongly than ever the real prob- 
ability of a deadlock between 
Mes.srs. Dewey and Tafl, with 
Stassen helping to create the 


Ing strength. Therefore, the 
chances of a Vandenberg nomina- 
tion loom larger than ever. Then, 
should the statesmanlike Michi- 
gan Senator win the prize, there 
is the posslbllltja that our own 
Senator Leverett Saltonstall 
might win the second place nom- 
ination. Personally, I would con- 
sider' that a very strong and well- 
balanced ticket, with a good deal 
of appeal to the huge indepen- 
dent vote and also to those Demo- 
crats who have never enthused 
unduly over President Truman. 

I tried this out on the mem- 
bers of the Newell Club, which 
your columnist was privileged to 
address earlier this week and it 
seemed to strike rather re- 
sponsive chord. 

Keep The Public Informed 

A few weeks ago we published 
the views of the five members , 
of the Legislature in connection 
with their own records, their pro- 
gram for the future and their 
reasons for wishing to represent 
Newton oq Beacon Hill. As .soon 
as space Ifmitations permit, we 
hope to quote further from the 
replies to our questionnaire made 
by Senator Lee and Reps. Spear, 
Rawson, Whitmore jind Whltte- 
more. In the meantime, there is 
one important contribution made 
by Rep. Whitmore which is 
worthy of comment. He referred 
to a meeting held in Newton 
Highlands in 1947 when it seemed 
desirable to get the views of his 
constituents and the constituents 
of his associates in connection 
with Governor Bradford’s high- 
ly controversial tax program. 
Rep. Whitmore made the point 
that there was not a huge crowd 
at this meeting, which might well 
have been an overflow affair. 
Now, unless my memory is play- 
ing tricks on mo, there was ex- 
tremely little publicity given to 
this affair. Frankly, had I not 
received a personal Invitation by 
phone a few days beforehand, I 
doubt if I would have known 
about the meeting. Con.sequent- 
ly, it is quite fair to use the at- 
tendance that night as a criterion 
of the number who MIGHT have 
turned out to hear the Governor’s 
tax program had there been any 
real publicity? I think that is a 
fair question. 

Another thought along these 
lines. Would it not bo most help- 
ful if the Newton League of 
Women Voters organized meet- 
ings in all the numerous villages 
in Newton at regular intervals 
throughout the year?^ Members 
of the League in each village 
could make it their business to 
keep thp entire village informed 
on Important civic and gov(>rn- 
mental matters. Perhaps the 
League is already doing some- 
thing like that; if so, why not 
give it much more publicity?

As the 
new contract between Blue Cross 
and the hospital was signed, the 
hospital reported that for Janu- 
ary alone it had lost on^ semi- 
private Blue Cross subscribers 
a total . f over $5,660. In addition 
to this loss, another $3,000, or 
10%, was withheld by Blue Cross 
from contracted payments. It is 
hoped that Blue Cross may sub 
sequently be in a poslflon to pay 
the latter amount. 

Although the hospital, an 
agency of Newton and Wellesley 
Community Chests, has con- 
tinued to give service to its com- 
munities despite these alarming- 
ly large losses, It is imperative 
that the new contract be put into 
effect as soon as possible. 

Blue Cross, caught in an in- 
flationary spiral, is revising its 
contract in order that it and our 
hospitals can remain in opera- 
tion, Mr. Perry said. The pro- 
posed new contract will cover 
extra services to patients and 
pay $7.00 per day toward room 
and board charges for. 30 days 
and half these charges for an- 
other 90 days. The new contract 
makes changes, as well, in ma- 
ternity and in some other bene- 
fits. Thus, the semi-private sub- 
scriber who is hospitalized pays 
the difference between $7.00 and 
the charge for the accomodation 
he occupies.

It was about 112 years ago that 
a small, eager woman with flash- 
ing blue eyes and curly red hair 
went up and down the Connecti- 
cut Valley soliciting funds for a 
woman’s college to be built at 
South Hadley, Mass. She wanted 
such an institution to be "not 
for Individuals only but for our 
country and for the world." Maiy 
Lyon’s success in founding 
Mount Holyoke College and in 
training women for usefulness

and for leadership were long ago 
recognized when she was the 
first woman elected to America’ 
Hall of Fame. 

Now let us skip a few decades 
to the time when the renowned 
Mary E. Woolley became Mount 
Holyoke^ president. She also 
emphasized that "International- 
ism has been woven into the very 
warp and woof of this institu- 
tion from the beginning.” She 
called it "not a finishing school 
but a beginning school" where 
the habit of service is begun, to 
flower later in the lives of over 
12,000 alumnae. 

And now come with me today 
to the huge house set atop a hill 
at 114 Kirkstall road, Newton- 
ville. The door is opened by Mrs. 
Albert P. Everts — serene, gentle, 
self-effacing yet earnest gradu- 
ate and worker in Mount Holy- 
oke’s current campaing to raise 
two million dollars. She, too, 
carries on the tradition of serv- 
ice, internationalism and demo- 
cracy. In fact, Mrs. Everts is 
delighted to talk about her hus- 
band, her three children, her 
three grandchildren, Mount 
Holyoke, the many organizations 
for which she works— but not 
about herself! 

Nevertheless, there is color and 
charm in the story of Fannie 
Tower Everts. Born in Pasadena, 
Calif., she was brought up in a 
hilltop house in the country town 
of Pepperell, Mass. "I've always 
lived on a hill and here I am 
again!" sHe says with a soft 
laugh. "After graduating from 
the local high school I went to 
Mount Holyoke. Later I did so- 
cial service work for two years. 
Then I married the brother of a 
great college friend. We had met 
when he came to various dances 
with his sister. He was the son of 
a Baptist minister from Roxbury. 


Today we are members of the 
First Baptist church in Newton 
Centre. And my husband has a 
strong Mount Holyoke tradition. 
You see, his mother, two sisters, 
wife and daughter are all gradu- 
ates of the college! 

'Doesn’t he serve on the main 
finaryie committee of Mount 
Holyoke?” I asked. * 

'Yes. And he’s a college trus- 
tee." Mrs. Eyerts talked freely 
now. Her softly waved brown 
hair framed blue eyes in a face 
that shone with kindness and 
perception. "And any fame I may 
have is because of him!” 

Mr. Everts is a senior part- 
ner in the investment firm, Paine. 
Webber, Jackson and Curtis. For 
many years he was a Newton 
alderman with long service on 
the finance committee. 

The Everts’ only daughter, 
Carolyn, is now Mrs. James A. 
Stewart of West Hartford, Conn. 
Pictures of her three small chil- 
dren, Jeane, John and Ann, are 
all about the Everts’ home. 

The two sons are home from 
service in the Navy. Albert, Jr., 
graduate of Harvard, is starting 
in the investment Arm with his 
father. Nelson Tower is “now 
studying at Colby College in 
Maine. 

When you look about the house 
at the comfortable furnishings 
your eyes are attracted to 
shelves full of cups and medals. 
It’s a great tennis family. The 
tennis court at the side of the 
house has been put to good and 
frequent use. Albert had a na- 
tional rating in tennis. He also 
made the varsity hockey and 
baseball teams at Harvard. 

Still and all, Mrs. Everts has 
found time for outside interests 
during the busy years of raising 
three children. She belongs to the 
Woman’s City Club, the Newton- 
ville Woman’s Club, the Newton 
Leagtie of Women Voters and 
the Boston Mount Holyoke Club. 
For many years she’s been on 
the Board of the New England 
Home for little Wanderers, driven 
for the Red Cross Motor Corps 
and worked for the Florida Nor- 
mal School for colored students. 
There’s been work to do for the 
American Farm School at Salon- 
ika, Greece, founded by a Mount 
Holyoke graduate who married 
a Princeton man. Through her 
Y.W.C.A. contacts Mrs. Everts 
has also worked with foreign 
studepts.-“ And ' right now she’s 
interested in an International 
Student Centre in Cambridge. 

Mrs. Everts is actively working 
for thq Two Million for Mount 
Holyoke campaign which opened 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Lyndall F. Carter. Others on the 
Newton committee are Mrs. Wil- 
liam R. Bell, Mrs. Stewart P. 
Dunham, Mrs. Clinton W. Tylee. 
Miss Janet E. Mattson, I^rs. 
Henry C. Kneppenberg and Mrs. 
Sumner L. Pruyne. 

The greatest need at Mount 
Holyoke is to endow faculty 
salaries, according to Mrs. 
Everts. Faculty members have 
been remarkably loyal, though 
remarkably underpaid. Another

••Pamily Happiness Thrives on Thrift** 
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Dr. Landy Speaks 
Before Large Crowd 
At N'ville Library 

Dr. Edward Landy, director of 
counselling In the Newton pub- 
lic schools, spoke before a capa- 
city audience at the Newtonvllle 
library on Tuesday morning on 
“The Well-Adjusted Child In the 
Normal Family." He began by 
asking two questions — what are 
the characteristics of a well- 
adjusted child In the normal 
family and what can we do as 
parents toward bringing about 
the uptlmum In growth and de- 
velopment? 

In answer to the second ques- 
tion he advised the .parents to 
relax and not to worry too much 
about a child being maladjusted 
because his actions may be nor- 
mal and so should be regarded 
without anxiety and tensions. 
Parents tend to set up artificial 
standards and then assume the 
children are not well-adjusted If 
they fail to conform. They are 
normal as long as they behave 
the way others do In the same 
age range and in the same cul- 
ture pattern. Children are liv- 
ing, growing organisms Instead 
of being static and training Is 
never absent because they learn 
by imitation. A child is gov- 
erned by physical needs which 
must be satisfied such as for: 
food, relaxation and safety; and 
social needs which include: af- 
filiation with othsr people, love, 
nurturance-^helplng other, ego- 
istic — establishing self as an in- 
dividual — dominance, autonomy 
— completeness as individual, 
achievement — social, intellectual, 
athletics^ — acquisition and re- 
tention.

Newton Groups 
Organize To Support 
State Aid for Schools 


Representatives of the local 
League of Women Voters, Pa- 
rent Teachers As.soclations, and 
the Newton Teachers Federation 
met at Newton High School last 
night to discuss the merits of 
Senate Bill 164, to equalize edu- 
cational opportunity in Massachu- 
setts cities and towns. Following 
a discussion led by Mr. Fred Pit- 
kin, research director of the Mas- 
sachusetts Teachers Federation, 
it was agreed that the groups 
represented should work together 
to inform the public of the need 
for this legislation. 

In his remarks Mr. Pitkin 
pointed out that “education is a 
product that does not observe 
town lines.’’ Reports of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, he said, show that 
"education is a good investment’’ 
because, the prosperity of a lo- 
cality depends on the educational 
level of its citizens. Families 
move from city to city, however, 
so that only about one-half of the 
residents of a city receive their 
education in the city they live in. 
Many municipalities, he contin- 
ued, simply do not have and can- 
not raise locally the funds to 
meet vital educational needs. 

On the question, "How much 


does the State aid local nchools?” 
Mr. Pitkin’s data revealed the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
in 46th place among the 48 states, 
in 46 place among the 48 states. 
State aid to welfare is eight times 
as generous as its aid to educa- 
tion, amd even under this bill, 
S 164, .schools would get less than 
half as much as welfare. Of the 
$28,000,000 provided in the bill 
Newton would receive $240,000, 
according to the speaker, there- 
by relieving local real estate taxes 
somewhat. Decent school hous- 
ing for pupils, trained teachers, , 
and services such as guidance 
counselling will be impossible in 
many communities unless the ' 
cost is shared generally, it was 
declared. 

Bill S 164 Is backed by the Mas- 
sachusetts PTA, the Massachu- 
setts League of Women Voters, 
the Massachusetts Association of 
Women’s Clubs, and the Massa- 
chusetts Association of School 
Board Members, as well as by the 
teachers’ organizations. Last year 
j a similar measure was beaten be- 
causeMt was tied to the unpopular 
, sales tax. Sponsors of the pres- 
' ent bill seek to have the funds 
' appropriated from general taxa- 
tion, rather than a specific tax 
' source.

Fir.st shock wa.s the disclosure that in 1945 the cost of’fed- 
eral propaganda was $75 million. This would pay for many 
pressure campaigns.

Presidential Preference Act 

Even the Bo^n Herald’s po- 
litical expert. Bill Mullins, seems 
to feel that "the Legislature 
probably erred in refusing to 
provide for a formal expression 
of preference in the April 27 
Presidential primary." It de- 
velops that the informal polls be- 
ing conducted in some of the 
Congressional districts for the 
purpose of sounding out local 
sentiment in connection with the 
numerous G.O.P. aspirants for 
President are arousing a great 
deal of Interest. That being the 
case, does it not foRow logically 
that hundreds of thousands of 
voters throughout the state 
would make a point of going to 
the polls on April 27 provided 
that they had a chance to record 
the name of their favorite candi- 
date on their ballot? 

Another point of considerable 
importance. Unexpected opposi- 
tion to some of the so-called 
slates of candidates for delegates 
to the national convention next 
June may serve to stall off the 
present movement aimed at the 
abolition of this Presidential 
primary. It is my understanding 
that there will be contests in ten 
of the fourteen districts for the 
G.O.P. delegates. Had it not been 
for the rather unexpected with- 
drawal of the Rep. Allen and 
Lobel slate in our own Tenth 
district, there would now be 
eleven contests out of a possible 
fourteen. 

If your columnist appears to 
harp on this problem of the April 
27 primary and the desirability 
of inducing as large a turnout 
as possible, it is only because 
we are getting very close to the 
busiest political season we have 
had since the last election of a 
President in 1944. In the near 
future we shall be deluged with 
letters, circulars, phone calls, ap- 
peals for political contributions 
and all the rest of the customary 
routine. The trouble is, in my 
humble opinion, that the very 
leaders who will be asking us all 
for time, money and help of 
every description, are, in part, 
the sanl^ leaders who have done 
their best to kill off public in- 
terest in the April 27 affair. And 
the worst thing they did was to 
make It impossible for you and 
me to express our preference for 
President. Back-stage talk is lo 
the effect that Speaker Martin of 
the House of Representatives 
asked to have this act killed, 
lest it interfere with his own 
candidacy as a leading dark- 
horse in the June convention. 
Also, close friends of Senator 
Saltonstall are reported to have 
asked to have the preference bill 
killed for the same reason;

It is lucky for Newton 
that she has a Mayor who has 
had an opportunity to study, not 
merely the operation of our local 
set-up, but also the operation of 
city and town governments all 
over the country. Let us all, in- 
cluding our very earnest and 
hard-working Board of Aldermen, 
take full advantage of the wis- 
dom and experience of our vari- 
ous public servants. 

National Affairs 

Only the most rabid members 
of the Republican party can 
gather much comfort from the 
reports coming out of Washing- 
ton almost eveiiy day to the ef- 
fect that President Truman’.s 
prestige is steadily declining, 
even in his own party. The mere 
fact that a tax-reduction bill 
veto might be over-ridden this 
time, tho’ the G.O.P. failed twice 
in 1947 to do the same thing, is 
an indication of the rapidly- 
waning influence of the President 
in his own party. That, of course, 
carries over into the independent 
voters and irregular Republicans. 
It is a bad sign, chiefly on ac- 
count of the ticklish interna- 
tional situation. We do need a 
strong man at the helm, and 
soon.

"HE LIVF^ AND REIGNS" 

A sermon by 

The Rev. Leslie H. elohnson 
Minister of the 
Newton Methodist Church 

Easter is one of the greatest 
days of the Christian year. With- 
out the Resurrection, there would 
have been no Christianity. Jesus 
would only appear in history and 
philosophy books along with 
other great men like Plato and 
Socrates. Neither could there 
have been a Resurrection if there 
had not been a Crucifixion. For 
the moment, the death of Jesus 
u];>on the cross put an end to all 
the hopes and expectations of the 
disciples. The true Messiah and 
His Kingdom faded into the dark 
night of their lives and their 
dreams began to dissolve. 

Then the unexpected happened. 
The disciples received unques- 
tioned proof that He was alive. 
They all had visions of him and 
began to realize the fuller mean- 
ings of his teachings and prom- 
ises. Their spirits caught on 
fire and they W'ere ready to go 
out and conquer the world. 

Their idea of an imminent phy- 
sical Kingdom soon developed 
into a more perfect spiritual 
reality, "The Kingdom of God is 
within you." Since then, this 
grand idea has been operative in 
human life, becoming the divine 
In man, the spiritual energy by 
which God brings man to Him- 
self. 

The Resurrection is in reality a 
philosophy of life for Christians 
today. So many people live by 
moods. If it is raining or stormy, 
their spirits are dampened and 
they function carelessly. If their 
feelings are hurt, they draw 
themselves Into their own little 
shell and plan revenge.

of life is like a compass. No mat- 
ter what the weather, they always 
are facing In the true direction. 
They have cultivated the philo- 
sophy of the Resurrection which 
has been tested and approved. 

There are those who will ques- 
tion the Resurrection as a philo- 
sophy and ask: "How do you 
know that Jesus, the Christ, 
arose? How do you know that 
He is alive today?” The Chris- 
tian relies on the scriptures for 
his faith. Jesus said, "I will go 
to prepare place for you, but 
I will come again and abide with 
you." The proof of such a faith 
rests in first accepting these 
Words of the Scriptures. It is 
impossible to enjoy your meal 
until you first taste it. In a 
similar manner we can feel the 
Christ Presence in our lives, even 
though we cannot touch Him or 
feel Him. We sense the beauty 
of flowers, but not by touching 
them, for when we remove the 
petals and try to analyze them, 
the beauty is gone. 

If we accept Him, we must 
also accept His Crucifixion. As 
Christians, a price must be paid, 
when necessary, for such a faith. 
Jesus could not forsake the Cross 
for the sake of personal com- 
fort. He thought that we must b« 
able to bear the troubles of 
others and to forgive when we 
have been wronged and hurt. He 
said we too must jearn to over- 
come selfish desires when they 
will hurt others. By so doing, 
room will be made in our lives 
for the Spirit of the Ri^en Lord 
to come in. 

Yes, the Living Christ is wait- 
ing to help you. But He can do 
nothing till you let him come 
into your life. You can only re- 
ceive Him as you die, yes, even 
be crucified, to your old handi- 
caps, your sins of hatred, selfish- 
ness, greed, desire for wealth and 
power for personal gain. You 
must die to these old chains lo 
make room for Him. It cannot 
be done by crucifying someone 
else, it must begin by freeing 
yourself. 

Christ is alive and does reign 
in the world today! He is alive 
for you and for me. He is wait- 
ing for you to accept Him. 
Simon accepted Him by carrying 
His Cross. We too, can carry 
His Cross, and although It may 
mean suffering and hardship, it 
also means Resurrection into 
something more beautiful. For 
only as we die for our old self 
can we live again, a new life, 
eternal, with Him. "Because I 
live, ye shall live also.”
